You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  town  house  in   said   Fremont 

on  Tuesday,  the  twelfth  day  of  March  next,  at  ten  of  the  clock    in 

the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects  : 
i .     To  choose  a  Town  Clerk. 

2.  To  choose  three  Selectmen,  Treasurer,  Auditor,  and  one 
Library  Commissioner. 

3.  To  choose  all  other  necessary  officers. 

4.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray 
town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  make  appropriation  of  the 
same. 

5.  To  vote  how  much  money  the  town  will  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  in  addition  to  the  amount 
required  to  be  raised  by  law. 

6.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  for 
Memorial  day  exercises  and  appropriate  the  same. 

7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  paint  the  outside  of  the 
town  house,  and  raise  and  appropriate  such  a  sum  of  money  as  may 
be  necessary  for  the  same. 

8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  one  thousand  dollars,  or 
authorize  the  Selectmen  to  hire  that  sum  of  money,  being  the 
amount  held  in  trust  by  the  town  from  the  estate  of  Sarah  A. 
Chase  for  the  benefit  of  the  Universalist  society,  also  to  appropri- 
ate the  same  by  authorizing  the  Selectmen  to  invest  said  sum  in 
any  legal  investment  for  Trustees,  for  the  benefit  of  said  Universa- 
list society.

In  making  out  our  annual  report,  we  have  no  special  points  of 
commendation  or  severe  criticism  to  offer  concerning  the  past 
school  year. 

NO.    I,    "hooke." 

Both  spring  and  fall  terms  were  under  the  instruction  of  Miss 
Abbie  L.  Robinson.  Miss  Robinson  is  an  energetic  teacher  and 
maintains  excellent  order  in  the  school-room  and  takes  great  pains 
to  have  her  pupils  make  good  progress. 

NO.    2,    "VILLAGE." 

Mr.  A.  O.    Benfield    taught   both    spring    and    fall    terms.     Mr. 
Benfield  at  once  won  the    good-will    of  his    scholars.     The    school 
progressed    finely    and,   considering  the  number  of  scholars  in  this 
school,  very  good  results  were  obtained. 
no.  3,  "brick." 

The  spring  and  fall  terms  were  taught  by  Miss  Ruth  E.  Waldron. 
Miss  Waldron  is  a  fine  scholar  and  has  an    easy    way    of  imparting 
knowledge  to  her  pupils.     The  work  done  was  very  satisfactory. 
no.  4,  "pines." 

The  spring  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Lula  J.  Higgins.  Miss 
Higgins  is  one  of  our  best  teachers  and  we  were  sorry  to  learn  that 
her  services  could  not  be  had  in  the  fall.  However,  we  were 
fortunate  in  securing  Miss  Florence  M.  Jones,  who  taught  the  fall 
term.  The  examination  of  the  school  proved  that  Miss  Jones  was 
a  good  disciplinarian  and  good  progress  was  the  result.  However, 
there  was  some  fault-finding,  as  usual,  and  we  expect  there  always 
will  be  in  this  school  until  all  can  unite  and  work  in  harmony  with 
each  other  and  the  teacher. 

We  have  endeavored  to  secure  teachers  competent  to  impart 
knowledge  and  to  properly  govern.  And  upon  examination  of  the 
schools  it  was  found  there  was  exemplified  a  good  degree  of  interest 
and  progress  made. 

However,  each  of  the  four  registers  shows  that  there  has  been  a 
large  per  cent,  of  absence  from  school,  considering  the  number  of 
scholars  enrolled.  The  need  of  being  present  every  day,  "sickness 
excepted,"  should  be  made  imperative  on  the  part  of  every  parent. 
The  reason  for  this  is  two  fold  ;  it  keeps  teacher  and    pupils    more 
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in  harmony  ;  also  greatly  aids  the  teacher  to  do  more  commenda- 
ble work  in  their  several  classes.  Parents,  the  school-days  of  your 
children  are  "Golden  Days"  and  ought  every  one  to  be    improved. 

The  committee  who  had  charge  of  the  building  of  the  new 
school-house  in  No.  i  did  a  commendable  service,  and  as  a  result 
they  have  a  very  modern  structure,  with  plenty  of  room,  well 
lighted  and  ventilated.  When  the  old  house  is  moved  away,  some 
grading  done,  and  new  out  buildings  are  erected,  we  think  all  will 
agree  that  it  will  be  money  well  expended.  We  wish  to  express 
our  thanks  to  Mrs.  Hooke  for  the  new  flag  which  she  has  presented 
to  this  school. 

The  brick  school-house,  No.  3,  has  undergone  some  much 
needed  repairs,  both  inside  and  out,  and  it  now  has  a  very  pleasant 
room.  The  walls  and  ceiling  in  No.  4  have  received  a  coat  of 
plastico,  sheathing  and  seats  varnished,  etc.,  which  add  much  to 
make  the  room  pleasant  at  a  small  expense. 

There  is  an  increasing  need  of  a  division  in  the  Village  school. 
When  the  number  of  scholars  in  a  mixed  school  is  above  fifty,  it 
is  impossible  for  one  teacher  to  do  justice  to  all.  Wherein,  if  a 
division  could  be  made  and  an  Intermediate  or  Grammar  depart- 
ment once  established,  we  trust  that  the  benefit  derived  from  it  will 
far  exceed  the  cost,  that  our  scholars  will  be  better  prepared  to 
enter  high  schools  or  seminaries,  or  better  prepared  to  graduate 
from  school  in  our  own  town  to  enter  upon  life's  duties. 

The  number  of  scholars  in  this  school  between  the  ages  of  five 
and  fourteen  is  above  fifty,  which  gives  the  older  portion  a  poor 
chance  to  obtain  class  instruction.  This  discourages  the  advanced 
pupils,  and  they  leave  school  sooner  than  they  otherwise  would, 
and  as  a  very  small  per  cent,  ever  enter  any  other  institution  of 
learning,  it  is  very  essential  that  we  should  give  them  all  the  ad- 
vantages possible. 

Let  every  one  interested  in    the   welfare   of  the    town   and    the 
education  of  the  children  turn   out  at  the  school  meeting  and  help 
to  bring  about  this  much  needed  change.
